Rays Cast By. 
Unseen Stars — 


DEVICE WILL BE AUXI- 
.. LIARY TO WORLD’S 
LARGEST TELESCOPE 
’ Pasadena, Cal., Dec. 1. 
Astronomers to-day revealed 
plans for an electric “eye” so 
powerful it will sight a candle’s 
flame thousands of miles.away, 
to be an” auxiliary to the 
world’s largest telescope. 

The “eye” is an extra- 
ordinarily delicate photo-electric 
cell, for tse in measuring’ the 
amount of light given off by 
stars millions of miles out of 
sight of the human eye. 

It will be used in conjunction 
with the giant 200-inch  tele- 
scope, rated at a power sufficient 
to show up skyscrapers on the 
moon and soon to be constructed 
on a Southern California moun- 
taintop. : 

TO GATHER LIGHT RAYS 

The “cye” consists of a target of 
a sensitive metal inside the cell, 
Light rays travelling perhaps 26 
or 560 million’ million miles from 
distant stars are gathered ‘in by 
the massive round reflector of the 
telescope .and focussed ‘on the

.A. verdict .of | manslaughter: 
againat some person: unknown, 
was returned by the jury .at the 
conclusion of the Coroner’s in- 
quiry, held by Mr, W. Schofleld, at 
the Central Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon, Into the death of , Ho 
Fat, aged 29 years, shop foks, who 
Was found lying dend at King's 
Road, North Point, near the 
Tungar .Press premises, In the 
carly houta of Octobe 
¢ The jury was comprised of Mr. 
C. Bitzer. (Foreman), Mr. M. 
Simon and Mr, A. PF, B. da Silva. 
Mr. O. E..C. Marton appeared on, 
behalf of Lt. Nebert. 

At yesterday's hearing, Mr. Marton 
nddresacd the Coroner and tho’ jury 
and submitted that it had never n 
suggested by the Police or by any- 
body else that Lt. Hebert might not 
have been sober and In a perfectly 
normal state of mind that night. 
With regard to the evidence of the 
cnac in ao far. nas Lt, Hebert wan 
concerned, there was no direct ovid- 
encu nt all that he was {mplieated or 
involved. in the nceldenf, and+ the 
only way he became. impllented at all 
was on the question of circumstan- 
tint evidence, of which there was 
very little. “One such bit of circum- 
stantin! evidence wan that the glass 
in the broken Jamp of the car ap- 
parently had the same specific gravity 
ax the glass found beside the hody 
of the decenscd, but there had been 
no evidence to prove that lamps of 
other cara had not gloss of the anme 
specie gravity, The doctor had 
also given in evidence that the scars 
on the man’s leg might have been 
enused by the rim of a car with a 
menanurenent of 6% inches in width. 
They (the jury) had examined Lt. 
Hebert's car‘and had seen that the 
rim measured only 3% inches. . 

Btrange Actions 

Mr, Marton further submitted that 
‘quite apart from Lt. Hebert’s story, 
it seemed strange that after hittlng 
the. man he did not realize it, and if 
he did, tho most natural thing for 
him to hnve done would have been to 
report immediately or go back 
xtraight to his home, as he had 
stated he was living quite close hy. 
They had seen Lt. Hebert in the wit- 
tess Box and had probably formed 
thelr own opinions os to what kind 
of a man he was. It was perfectly 
clear that if- he bad hit the man, he 
would have gone to the Police Station, 
instead of which, when.the Police 
questioned him at 5 a.m., he anid he 
went out to Repulse Bay to apologise 
to a Indy friend whom he was sup- 
pored to have taken home that night.

In hils'summing up Mr. Schofield 
sald: “In considering. what the 
verdict should be we have in this 
case nothing but circumstantial 
evidence of the injuries to the de- 
ceased, damage to the car, traces of 
glass and the blood marks on ihe 
road, to all of which may be added 
the negative avidence of what Ser- 
geant Scott’ did not see at 10 om.: 
and of what did not happen to Mr. 
Hebert, From this it is possible to 
reconstruct much ‘of what happened, 
if we make a reasonable assumption 
that the broken glass comes from the 
left head lamp of- car 1753. + Car 
1763, I think struck deceased. as he 
wna standing still on King's Road or 
perhaps walking very slowly. It 
was, I think,. travelling fairly fost 
and’ very probably the lights were 
not functioning: or were very weak, 
atherwise-it ia not easy to sce how 
the driver fallod to avold him. : Had 
the man been running, he would have 
most likely been flanson to the rond.

CELEBRATED ACTOR AND 

- + + SINGER en Aes 
: * London, Dec. 0. 

The death has occurred of the 
celebrated: tener and actor, Mr. 
Charles Hayden -Coflin, at the oxo 
of 14.—Rentera Special Service. 
“Charles Hayden Coffin, the Anglo- 
American actor and tenor singer, to 
whom ono song brought fame, was 
born in. Manchester 
Both his parents were 
his: {other * had gone 
Introduce’ American me 
tintry. Taken -to the United States: 
at the ngo of 4, Coffin was brought 
back two years Jater and, after pro- 
paratory schooling, went to the Uni- 
versity ‘College ‘School, London, of 
which he became captain, He then 
began to train. for a medieal. career 
and passed = nome of tho exomina- 
tions, But much of his time was 
spent in singing, dancing and acting, 
and, in 1885 he gave up medicine 
for the stage. 

Hin. first engagement, wos at the 
Empire, London, a8 Captain John 
Smith in “Pocahontas.” 

Ilia ability wan recognised ‘and jn 
the next few months ho was given 
parts in “The Lady, of the Locket,’? 
“Palka” and "The Lily of Seville.” 

In 1886 George Edwardes had ace 
cepted for the Gaiety the comedy 
opern “Dorothy,” with smusic by Ar- 
thur Cellier and words by B.C. 
Stephenson. Ie engaged Coffin for 
the part of Harry "Sherwood, * At 
firnt the opera's prospects 
doubtful and desperate senreh was 
made for a: striking song for the 
tenor, - “Old Dreams” composed 
yenra before by ‘Cellier was dragged 
from obscurity. Stephenson — supe 
plied new words, and “Queen of My 
Henrt’ was born. The song made 
the opera one of the greatest suc- 
copsen of the time, and Coffin became 
the idol of theatre-going wornen. 
The plece ran for nearly three yours 
to full houses and the melody of 
¥fQueen of My Jteart’?. was heard 
everywhere, No amateur tenor wan 
atfe unless he was rendy with it as 
an encore piece, and no street organ 
was complete without it. Coffin | 
appeared in the opera a31 time and 
the song was encored at every pere 
formance. 

After taking parts in other 
London productions Coin toured in 
Ameriéa in 1802 and) ap eared in 
“Lo Clrale’ and other pieces pro- 
doced by Lillian Russell. One of his 
subsequent engagements in England 
was with the Moss and Stoll Empires 
for a onic tour of their many halls 
as a singer, Jteturning to neting he 
played in the courre of many years 
a great variety of parts. + One of his 
auccesnes was ns the Mad Hatter in 
“Alice in Wonderland.”
